The Refugee Problem 


The result of representations recently made to the federal government, 
the people of this country, through their representatives in Parliament, are 
likely to be faced in the immediate future with the question of deciding a 
problem which may be fraught with important consequences to the future 
welfare of the Dominion. ; 

The question referred to is that of giving admission and accepting | 
into citizenship a percentage of the estimated 1,300,000 refugees and vic- 
tims of political persecition now in Germany, former Austria and Czcho- 
slovakia. Wyle, the estimate of 1,300,000 has been given, there is reason to 
believe that the figure is underestimated and may reach 1,500,000 as more 
information becomes available and the transfer of these unfortunates to 
safer harborages gets well under way. : ° | 

Of the estimated pumber to be, transferred to other countries as at 
the end of 1938, it is reported that about 600,000 are Jews, the balance being 
non-Ayran Christians, Czechoslovaks and political and religious refugees. | 

The question has been brought to the front in this country by the Cana- | 
dian National Committee on Refugees and Victims of Political Persecution, 
headed by Senator Cairine Wilson which stated in their brief to the govern- | 
ment that they are not urging. any large scale mass immigration, but a 
generous policy in admitting carefully selected individuals or groups of 
refugees to sanctuary on Canadian soil.” 

In view of the fact that in more recent years there has been a strong 
body of public opinion in Western Canada opposed to letting down th j 
barriers, even to British immigration on a colonization basis, the question | 
is one which deserves very careful consideration in the light of all facts 
available and of the probable results before any definite decision is reached. |

Nicolls, of Ottawa, dominion director 
of housing, was in Edmonton last 
week; he said flatly that only the fear 
by lenders, of adverse legislation by 
the Alberta government has given 
this province the doubtful distinction 
of being the only one in Canada 
which has not benefitted by the fed- 
eral legislation; there has not been a 
single loan advanced here under the 
dominion’s 1935 act.

Alberta’s oil production and the 
government’s moves to inject itself 
into the picture of private industry 
got more attention last week. At 
Calgary, the McGillivray royal com- 


mission was led through another week 


by government counsel; it is suppos- 
ed to be discovering whether prices 
could be reduced in the Turner Val- 
ley field, but it digressed to make a 
study of the Illinois fields. At Ed- 
monton, government _ statisticians 
made it known that Alberta’s oil pro- 


| duction, through private investment 


and initiative attained 6,742,089 bar- 
rels last year, which was 98% of the 
entire Canadian production and 13.8% 
of the total in the whole empire. 


In the face of that record of pro- 
duction—99% of it in Turner Valley 
—and its publicly-announced policy of 
seeking reduced prices, the Alberta 
government last Thursday suspended 
the licenses of eight retail oil and 
gasoline firms because it was alleged 
that they had cut their prices below 
the “established” rate to large con- 
sumers. 

By Saturday, four of the licenses 
had been reinstated after those deal- 
ers had promised the government that 
they would not cut prices any more. 
One firm announced that it was open- 
ing up its place anyway, without a 
license; an executive of that firm made 
it known that the government itself, 
buying in wholesale quantities, has 
insisted consistently that it be given 
a one-cent discount, from the regular 
price, on all its purchases. 

The consuming public and the mem- 
bers of the legislature will be able to 
draw their conclusions on the govern- 
ment's attitude toward price reduction 
in view of the suspension of licenses 
because of price reduction in retail 
sales.
